Grocery 
stores in Antloch, as well as In all parts of the country, 
have had special egg display features. In the agricul- 
ture department oJC the Antloch Township High school, 
die romance of the poultry Industry has been stressed. 
Thore Is nothing more romantic or Inspiring In the whole 
history of America than the rise to fame and popularity 
which the American hen has attained.

This means Hint 
approximately $800,000 of more than 
one-half of the entire appropriation 
will be turned back to the- slate. 

These figures have been revealed 
by Hinton G. Clabaugh. chairman of 
pardons and parole board. 

"This department has the task or 
supervising the conduct of more than 
4.000 convicts at large In Illinois on 
parole." said Mr. Claubaugh. "It is a 
large job. We had sufficient money 
to meet any contingency that might 
arise. We are glad that no situation 
arose requiring greater expenditures. 
•It may surprise many of you to 
know that there are 9C0 men and 
women In our two major prisons for 
murder, that our prisons hold 1,857 
convicted of robbery. 1,265 of burg- 
lary and 162 of assault to murder. 
Putting it another way, 69.9 of the 
total prison population is made up of 
persons convicted of crimes of vio- 
lence. 

"It may also interest you to know 
that in "the last eight years 19,292 
persons were sent to the prisons and 
reformatories of Illinois. Of these 
7 612 or 39.46 per cent were from 
Cook county, while eight comities 
sent 57,15 per cent and twelve coun- 
ties 63.39 per cent.
